Each itea is accompanied by a review 
froa one of nine authoritative review sources. In addition to the 
aain alphabetical listing there are analytical indexes for children's 
literature, history, libraries in general, library administration, 
library use skills, action picture production, other media 
production, aedia selection and use, and reference and research. Each 
of these is further divided by aedia type and age level. Lists of 
distributors' addresses as well as review sources and subscription 
inforaation are included.
